Voting for Judgeship Heavy in City Polls 
1,414 BaUots 
Cast by Noon 
Check Shows 


Compares With 
1,930 Total in 
1939 Election 


Voting ran unusually high in 


Dixon by noon today in the judi- 
cial election. Though elections for 
circuit and supreme court judge- 
ships generally turn out few vot- 
ters, 1,414 had cast ballots at the 
12 Dixon precinct polls by noon. 


Precinct 11 at the Masonic tem- 


ple, Brinton avenue, had the high- 
est vote, 189, by noonr Precinct 
2, Evar Swanson Motor company, 
112 Ottawa avenue, was second 
with 161, and precinct 10, Zeien 
Motor company, 108 North Galena 
avenue, was third with 129. 


Balloting in other precincts by 


numerical order was: One, 95; 
three, 112; four, 120; five, 76; 
six, 85; seven, 102; eight, 103; 
nine, 122 and 2, 120. 


1939 Comparison 


Compared with the last judicial 


election when there was a contest, 
June 5, 1939, indications are that 
the vote this year will exceed the 
one 12 years ago. Approximate- 
ly 4,300 votes were cast in Lee 
county while approximately 17,300 
ballots were cast in the judicial 
circuit. 
There was no race for 


the supreme court at that time. 


In Dixon alone a total of approx- 


imately 1,930 votes was cast June 
5, 1939. In that election Incum- 
bent Albert H. Manus (D) Free- 
port, was defeated by Harry E. 
Wheat (R), who is one of the can- 
didates on the slate today.

Low Vote in 1945 


Other candidates in that election 


were Judge Leon A. Zick, victor- 
ious then and running again to- 
day, and Judge Harry Edwards, 
Dixon, incumbent. No contest was 
present for the 1945 election and 
a low vote was cast.

office in the early summer of 1941 
and is retiring this year.

Excessive Fertility Making Us 
Nation of Half-Wits': Writer

NEW YORK (AP)—"Next to the atom bomb, the most ominous 


force in the world today is uncontrolled human fertility," declares Rob- 
ert C. Cook, managing editor of the Journal of Heredity. 


He gives two main reasons: 
It is making Americans dumber 


each generation. There is a steady 
decline in the nation's average in- 
telligence. The less intelligent are 
producing more babies than the 
more intelligent. 
Eventually we 


may become "a nation of near 
half-wits." 


Too Many Babies , 


The world is producing far more 


babies than it has food or other re- 
sources to support. The daily net 
increase of humans is 68,000, about 
47 a minute. 
At this rate, the 


earth will have four billion hu- 
mans by the year 2.000, compared 
with 2 >i billions now. Even now, 
more than two-thirds of the peo- 
ples of the world do not get-enough 
to eat. 


Cook spells .out the dangers in 


a new book, "Human Fertility: 
The 
Modern 
Dilemma" (Wm. 


Sloane Associates. Inc.) 


Man, 
he explains, unwittingly 


has put himself into the business 
of human evolution. 


Deaths Cut Down 


Medical and health advances are 


largely responsible. Epidemics and 
sicknesses are being 'controlled, 
saving babies and adults, deferring 
death. 
Natural selection of the 


more fit, by disease and hardship, 
is interfered with. But birth rates 
stay about the same. 


This greater efficiency of sur- 


vival cuts the need for fertility in 
human beings, Cook says. Fewer 
babies are needed to keep the pop- 
ulation balanced or growing mod- 
erately. But humans •till are aa 


potentially fertile as ever, and in 
many lands their fertility is near 
a maximum. 


Intelligence is declining because 


Americans 
are not 
controlling 


their fertility equally, he writes. 


From "Depressed Areas" 


Today "about one-sixth of the 


population of the United States, 
situated largely in depressed rural 
areas, is supplying more than one- 
half of the children who will make 
up the next generation of citi- 
zens." 


Economic standards of living 


are not the yardstick Of intelli- 
gence, but the fact is that the 
more successful people In art, sci- 
ence, business and professions are 
being outbred by the less success- 
ful. 


The answer, Cook says, is to get 


at least more equality or parity 
in the reproduction rates among 
all levels of intelligence, from su- 
perior to average or below aver- 
age. 


"Ravaging Resources" 


Uncontrolled 
fertility 
t h a t 


causes over-population is ravaging 
the earth of resources, he writes. 


Cook holds out hope the people 


of the world can solve the popula- 
tion problem. 


"No one likes to see his children 


die of starvation and diseases. Sur- 
vival depends increasingly upon a 
dynamic balance of the number 
of mouths and the food to fill 
them. Give the people the truth 
and they will take the necessary 
atepi to balance their number*,"

Supreme Court 
Rules Cities 
Can Force Oath 


Employes Cannot 
Be Fired for Past 
Red Party Links 


WASHINGTON— (AP)—Cities 


can compel their workers to take 
loyalty oaths but cannot fire them 
solely on grounds of past member- 
ship in the Communist party, the 
supreme court ruled today in a 5-4 
split. 


Specifically, the high tribunal 


held that municipal employes can 
be ordered to take oaths that for 
the past five years they (a) had 
not advocated violent overthrow 
of the government and (b) were 
not members of an organization 
which advocated such violence. 


The majority declared, however, 


that a city must not impose pun- 
ishment for past membership in 
the Communist party. 


The decision came on an appeal 


by 17 former Los Angeles city 
workers fired for refusing to sign 
oaths disclosing whether they 
were Communist party members. 


Their appeal said similar oath 


requirements have been put into 
effect, or arc planned, by many 
other cities. 


Justice Clark delivered the m 


jonty opinion on behalf of himself 
and Chief Justice Vinson and Jus- 
tices Reed, Jackson and Minton.

Acheson Denies 
Reds Made Far 
Eastern Policy 


Claims A-Bomb 
Not Ready When 
Yalta Parley Held 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Secretary of State Acheson 
told senators today he does 
not believp "Communist in- 
fluence" has figured in any 
way in the framing of U. S. 
policy toward China. 


For the third day Acheson was 


testifying at senate hearings on 
the 
dismissal of Gwi. Douglas 


MacArthur. In icsponse .to a re- 
quest, he read a long summary of 
American policy in the Orient for 
the last five years. 


When Acheson concluded it. Sen- 


ator Wiley (R-Wis) asked about 
"the purported influence of Com- 
munist sympathizers in the (state) 
department during this period, 
whether you know of their having 
any influence in arriving at the 
determinations that you have de- 
scribed here ns the various steps 
which were finally arrived at?" 


No Influence. 


Acheson said: "I do not believe 


there was or is any Communist 
influence any way affecting the 
determination of Chinese policy, 
cither then or now." 


In his policy summary, Acheson 


replied to various points of criti- 
cism 
which 
have 
been made 


against Far Eastern policy. 


He said the United States "did 


not know whether we had an 
atomic bomb or not" when It 
signed the' 1945 Yalta agi cement 
to bring Russia Into the war 
Hgainot Japan. Some critics have 
protested that the agreement gave 
Russia territory permitting her 
now to threaten Japan. 


Chiang Abandoned 


In effect, Acheson denied, too, 


that the Chinese Nationalist gov- 
ernment was defeated by the Com- 
munists for lack of U. S. support. 


Acheson also said: 
1. Kornipr \lep President 


Henry A. Wallace won an agree- 
ment from Chiang Knl Slick, 
head of the Chinese Nationalists, 
In 1944, riot to oppose American 
military help to the 
Communists. 


able to guarantee the Niirvlval 
of Chiang's government In the 
postwar revolution \\hlch swept 
China. 


Republicans have attacked the 


Yalta agreements, contending they 
let Russia, into Manchuria and 
gave her teintory from which she 
now can threaten Japan. 


No A-Koinh 


Acheson snid it was not known 


at the time of Yalta whether the 
atomic bomb could be produced 
successfully, 


"That was not piovod until sev- 


eral months Inter—that we had 
one—and it was not used until 
considerably later," he declared. 


The Yalta conference was a 


meeting of President Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Churchill of Brit- 
ain and Russian Premier Stalin at 
a Russian town of that name. 
They made high level decisions for 
future cooperation in the war. 


Acheson said it was icgarded 


then as of the "utmost impor- 
tance" that Russia should come 
into the war in the Far East, in 
lime. 


Vote 6-2 to 
Jail Top U. S; 
Red Leaders 
Says They Were 
Properly Convicted 
Under Smith Act 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The supreme court today up- 
held the conspiracy convic- 
tion of America's 11 top Com- 
munists. 


Chief Justice Vinson deliv- 


ered the majority decision 
which held that the Red lead- 
ers "intended to overthrow 
the government of the United 
States as speedily as circum- 
stances would permit." 


Vinson added: 
"Their conspiracy to organ- 


ze the Communist party and 
to teach and advocate the 
overthrow of the government 
of the United States by force 
and violence created a 'clear 
ana present danger* of an at- 
tempt to overthrow the gov- 
rnment by force and vio- 
lence." 


Therefore, 
the 
chief 
justice 


wrote, the 11 were "properly and 
constitutionally convicted for vio- 
ation of the Smith act. The judge- 
ments of conviction are affirmed." 


Vote 6-2 


Justices Black and Douglas each 


wrote dissenting opinions, making 
the court's vote in the case 6-2, 
since Justice Clark had disquali- 
^ d himself from the case. The 
Communists were indicted while 
Jlark was attorney general. 


Justices Jackson and Frankfur- 


cr wrote separate opinions con- 
curring with the majority. 


Thus, those voting to uphold the 


conviction of the Red leaders were: 


hlef Justice Vinson and Justice* 
•Iced, Frankfurter, Jackson, Bur- 
ton and Minton. 


Passed In 1940 


The Smith act under which the 


11 Communists were 
convicted 


was passed by congress in 1940, 
soon after the outbreak of World 
War II. It makes it a criminal 
offense to advocate or teach over- 
.hrow of the government by fore* 
or violence., The 11 were convict- 
ed of conspiring to do this and 
were given prison sentences up to 
five years and fines of $10,000 
each. 


They were convicted Oct. 14, 


1049, 
after a stormy trial before

v—lasted nine wonuXs.

Auto Makers Face 
Production Cut 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


government has completely revised 
automobile industry controls and 
ordered a further cut in produc- 
tion. 


A directive issued Saturday by 


the national production authority 
says in effect that auto manu- 
facturers may build only about 
1,200,000 cars during the three- 
month period beginning July 1. 
This compares with 1.400,000 for 
the April-June quarterly period 
and nearly 1,000,000 cars built in 
the July-September period last 
"year. 


However,'the revision in the 


method of control would allow for 
the construction of more cars if 
the manufacturers want to con- 
centrate on smaller models. 


Previously production has been 


curtailed 
by limiting industry 


steel supplies. For the July-Sep- 
tember period, however, each auto 
maker will be allowed enough 
steel, copper and' aluminum to 
meet his quota of the 1,200,000 
cars based on average metal con- 
tent of cars made In January, 
1950. By making the cars smaller 
than they were then more cars 
couk: be produced with the same 
amounts of metal.

Tibet's Fate Shows the World 
Worth of Reds' Teace' Talk 


Up on the "roof of the world," Tibetans must be danc- 


ing with joy. Their "peaceful liberation" by the Chinese 
Communists has been achieved. 


See what benefits they'll gain from association with the 


"people's republic": 


The Chinese Red Army, long famed as a missionary for 


peace, with a few embarrassing exceptions, will enter Tibet 
to strengthen the national defense. 


Tibet's own troops will be reorganized and absorbed by 


the "liberation" army, which will take over the burdensome 
chore of defending Tibet against its "imperialist enemies." 


To assist in these tasks, the Chinese Reds graciously 


consent to send a military command and a political and mili- 
tary commission into the country. 


The people's republic, so-called, also promises to relieve) 


Tibet of the onerous responsibility for conducting its own 
foreign affairs. 


In lending all this "help," the Communist rulers say 


they'll let the Tibetans run their own internal affairs, will 
preserve religious freedom, protect the present position of 
the young Dalai Lama, underttake a development program 
and let reforms be carried out by Lhasa rather than Peiping. 


It all sounds wonderful, doesn't it? But what does it 


really mean? 
It means that Red tyranny has now engulfed another 


part of the world. Relatively, this is a small gain. The lofty 
plateau of Tibet, studded with forbidding mountains, is no 
economic prize. And only 3,000,000 people inhabit the land. 
But strategically it's another story. 


This treaty plants the Communist boot firmly on the 


borders of India, Pakistan and the tiny state of Nepal. Here- 
tofore these countries have not had to think of Communism 
as a next-door neighbor. Now, for the first time, the con- 
tact is direct and immediate. 


No one can foresee exactly what bearing this new fact 


will have on the struggle to keep Southeast Asia free of Red 
rule. But certainly there is no reason to view Tibet's loss 
as a happy event for the West. 


The conquet was easily gained. It was largely blood- 


less, for Chinese Red armies halted after probing only a lit- 
tle way into Tibet. Whether they stopped because of the 
stubborn Tibetan terrain or because of pressure from India, 
is not clear. But the threat seemed to be enough, and Tibet 


yielded. 


Perhaps the greatest danger is that Peiping's triumph 


may contribute to a "bandwagon" psychology among Asi- 
atics, to a feeling that the sweep of Communism across Asia 
is inevitable. 


Still, it's not all net gain for the Communists. The move 


will be widely recognized for what it is: the bulllying ad- 
vance of a strong military force against a feeble neighbor. 
It will give the lie to Peiping's professions of peaceful intent. 


By alerting non-Communists in other parts of Asia,.it 


may actually serve to put them on their guard as they have 
not been up to now. India, particularly has been inclined to 
view the Chinese Reds through rose-colored glasses. With 
Chinese soldiers at her border, she may cast aside some of 
her stoutly held illusions. 


Nobody who understands Communists will take seriously 


the treaty terms. The Reds will honor those they wish to 
respect, as long as it suits them. That's all you dare say of 
any Communist agreement. 


The free world contemplates sorrowfully the passing of 


Tibet under the Rebel heel. It can only hope that the event 
makes clearer to all free men the nature of their enmy.

Sometimes you have a difficult 


choice between melding from your 
hand and playing on without 
melding. In many such situations 
the score may tell you which 
choice to make. 


The reason forvnot melding, in 


most cases, Is the fear that the 
opponents will freeze the pack. If 
they fail to freeze, you are usually 
better off with a meld on the 
table than with those same cards 
still in your hand. 


When the opponents need only 


50 points for their first meld, they 
can be expected to freeze the pack 
without 
hesitation. 
However, 


when they need 120 points they 
may hesitate to give up a wild 
card for the sake of the freeze. 


This is a situation that you have 


undoubtedly experienced yourself. 
You need 120 points, have a hand 
that is neither very good nor very 
bad and would have to give up the 
count in order to freeze the pack. 
Should you freeze or should you 
play on without freezing? 
Even 


if you finally decide to freeze, it 
will be with great reluctance, • 


That reluctance can be counted 


on when you arc in the opposite 
position. 
Go ahead and meld if 


the opponents need 120 points— 
provided that you have a close 
question 
to 
decide. 
However, 


don't meld automatically just be- 
cause the opponents need 120 
points. 
There are many hands 


with which you are better off if 
you don't meld. 


For example, suppose you need 


50 points while the opponents need 


120 points. You hold, after your 
first draw: 
Joker, K-K-K-K, 7-7, 6-6, 5-5, 4. 


It would be a waste of a good 


hand to meld anything at all. The 
opponents will surely have to dis- 
expect to get the pack in a round 
card small cards, so that you can 
or two if you just sit tight. 


The proper discard is one of the 


kings; if necessary, discard all 
four of them. They should be safe 
discards, and they should give you 
all the time you need to wait out 
the right-hand'opponent's safe dis- 
cards. 


What happens if the next play- 


er picks up one of your kings and 
makes the initial meld with it. 
The odds are about 10 to 1 that 
the next player will not have a 
pair of kinds when you hold four 
of them. Even if he has a pair, 
moreover, he may not have the 
count. 


If you are unlucky enough to 


run into the one hand out of twen- 
ty or so in which the next player 
has two kinds and the count, you 
are entitled to a crying towel and 
a small pall for your tears. But 
your opponents will usually need 
the towel and the pail if you play 
strong hands in the recommended 
way.

Churchill's African Campaign Was Political 


Venture, Pegler Says

I have high authority for this statement that the American war 


planners had decided to invade France in 1942 by the route that was 
followed in 1944 but that Roosevelt let Winston Churchill and Lor,d 
Mountbatten talk him out of It. The consequence was that our coun- 


try had to fight the African campaign, which was 
deemed by my informant to be entirely unncessary, 
and the stupid Sicilian and Italian campaigns, which 
had no place in this original plan. 


The American planners were entirely Indiffer- 


ent to General Rommel's army and were contentapo 
let him run around the desert, as he pleased expect 
to maintain a small force in the eastern desert to 
keep him busy and thus hold down a sizeable force 
of .Hitler's best soldiers. 
The African campaign 


alone, which now proves to have been fought en- 
tirely for Churchill's political benefit in the Brit- 
ish Isles, cost the United States much more than 


the battle casualties and economic expenses. American troops were 
put through long, intense training in the Arizona and California des- 
erts in preparation for a special kind of fighting which was of no 
military benefit to us. It will be understood, that I base all. state- 
ments made here on statements made to me .by a famous Ameritjn 
of the highest military renown, who spent much of the war-time in 
Washington and had an important role in planning the offensives of 
the allies. 


The Americans looked over the field from the Arctic to Turkey 


and decided to hit France exactly where Eisenhower's armies finally 
did go in, but. at that time, in 1942, the Germans were badly over- 
extended, far from home and winded from their long victorious charge 
through Russia. The Russians, on the other hand, were bloodied up, 
used up and in verwy bad shape for transport and everything neces- 
sary to chase the Germans back. The great political purpose of this 
timing of the invasion of France was to enable" Anglo-Saxon forces, 
meaning the Americans and the British, to capture Germany »d 
most of Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
The purpose was to keep me 


Slavs and, of course, the Communists, out. There are some objections 
to the term "Anglo-Saxon" to identify American forces. But the 
professional soldier, when working at his trade, doesn't bother with 
political delicacy. The fact is that our generals and even Roosevelt 
at that time foresaw the political and ethnical consequences of a Rus- 
sian conquest of eastern Europe. 


Churchill, however, had a large 


army idle in the' British Isles and 
believed that he had to give them 
a job to do which would make him 
a bold and successful strategist. 
That is what he told Roosevelt and 
Roosevelt told the planners in ex- 
plaining the decision to make the 
change. 
Churchill 
also 
sent 


Mountbatten over to sell Roose- 
velt the idea. 
Mountbatten Is a 


very brave man but the author of 
the ghastly folly and stupid fail- 
ure of the Dieppe raid. He was 
a Britisher first, last and always 
and was obedient to British Inter- 
ests as his boss saw them. Mount- 
batten chewed Roosevelt's ear 
throughout a long evening visit 
and won him. 


This change in plan ultimately 


was a great service to Soviet Rus- 
sia and a political disaster to 
western civilization. 
During the 


delay, we were thrusting enormous 
material resources on the ingrate 
ally. American soldiers even then 
realized that the Italian war was 
a damnable folly because the ad- 
vantages of terrain permitted the 
Germana to wage their war with 
relatively small forces. The front 
was narrow, communications were 
good and the objective was not 
worth our cost and effort inas- 
much as the success of the orig- 
inal plan would have cut off Italy 
from her ally. The Italian armies 
and government were objects of 
derision and it was inherent that 
if Germany was overrun, Italy 
would be a cinch. 


Major General John R. Deane, 


who was secretary of the joint 
chiefs of staff and served in Mos- 
cow as head of our military mis- 
sion under Averell 
Harriman, 


speaks of this plan in his memoirs 


However, he gives It only a glanc- 
ing blow. 


"We had at one time decided on 


a small-scale invasion of Fr; 
to establish a bridgehead on 
continent in the fall of 1912," he 
wrote. 
"This was to be followed 


up by the exploitation of the 
bridgehead in the spring of 1943. 
When the African operations were 
undertaken in the fall of 1942, the 
invasion had to be postponed until 
the fall of 1943. When it was de- 
cided to exploit the African suc- 
cess by invading Sicily and Sar- 
dinia, overlord (the Normany m- 
vasion) receded into 1944." 
™ 


He further wrote "from the 


military point of view there can 
be no doubt of the wisdom of tht 
American chiefs of staff in urg- 
ing, the cross-channel Invasion as 
preferable" to Churchill's plan to 
Invade the Balkans. "It meant a 
short, well-protected line of com- 
munication, a strong build-up close 
to the scene of operations in the 
safety of England, early liberation 
of France and the most dire? 
route to the heart of industrial 
Germany, the Ruhr and the Saar." 


General Deane says that Church- 


ill's reason for wanting to go into 
Africa was to put the western al- 
lies in the Balkans. 
My infor- 


mant agrees that this was an ob- 
session with Churchill but''holds 
that In permitting him to scrap 
the original schedule Roosevelt 
destroyed a plan which would have 
brought the western armies 'fcv> 
to face with the Russians far to 
the east and much stronger than 
the Russians in all respects. 


Congress has never examined 


this authority on this subject and 
the very facts of the case ar* 


entiled "The Strange Alliance." news to this day. 


The Doctor Says: ' 


Nerve Tissue Operations 
.Are Generally Succssful 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. U. 


Most of us go through life with- 
out ever needing an operation on 
the brain or the nervous tissues of 
the spinal cord. 
But it is com- 


forting to know that if we should 
need an operation, the chances of 
successful results are better now 
than ever before. 


Much credit for this must go to 


one of the great pioneers. Dr. Har- 
vey Cushing, whose painstaking 
studies on human beings and ani- 
mals played a large part in devel- 
oping new methods of surgical 
treatment of the nervous system. 
Many others have made their con- 
tributions too, and though one does 
not like to think of it. the casual- 
ties of both world wars made pos- 
sible the development of new 
nechniques which have greatly 
speeded the progress of neuro- 
surgery. 


Aside from wartime injuries, 


there are a number of conditions 
for which this kind of operation 
may be needed. 
Accidents can 


happen in peacetime also, and if 
a portion of the skull is crushed, 
the relief of pressure and other 
measures used by brain surgeons 
can be—and often has been—life 
saving. 


Many brain tumora also can be 


operated on successfully and this 
is a complicated affair. First the 
location in the brain must be de- 
termined. To do this requires an 
intimate knowledge of the func- 
tions of various parts of the brain 
so that the symptoms can be an- 
alyzed and the necessary teats 
taken and correctly interpreted. 
' Surgery on the spinal cord is 
hardly less complicated. Here too, 
injuries, tumors and other disor- 
ders require difficult diagnostic 
methods before surgery is even 
considered. Only when it has been 
decided where in the spinal cord 
ths trouble lie* and iu probabls 


nature, is it possible to plan the 
operation. 
f£ 


There are delicate nerve con- 


nections here, as well as in the 
brain, and the surgeon has to have 
a steady hand. In fact I know 
some neurosurgeons who have giv- 
en up smoking because they felt 
this interfered with the delicacy 
of their work. 


NOTHING IMPOSSIBLE 


Brain surgery, heart surgery, 


and lung surgery were each m 
their day considered almost im- 
possible fields for practical work.

The sale of TB Christmas seals 


totaled $8,867.47 for 1950, accord- 
ing to the annual report of the Lee 
County Tuberculosis association. 


The TB association reports that 


a total of 1,912 chest X-rays were 
made at Dixon public hospital In 
tests for tuberculosis during 1950 
of which 1,122 were made at 10 


^monthly TB clinics and 790 upon 
^admission of patients to the hos- 


pital. 


At the monthly TB clinics 83 pa- 


tients were given physical exami- 
nations and seven TB cases were 
found, while eight others were hos- 
pitalized for observation and later 
released as arrested or non-tuber- 
cular cases. 


Of the 1,122 X-rays, 60 were of 


persons who had been In contact 
with TB cases, 83 were of arrested 
cases who had been former sanitar- 
ium patients at Rockford and 161 
were recommended by physicians. 


Of the 790 hospital admission

Option to Run

WASHINGTON — (AP) — Un- 


less administration leaders unex- 
pectedly alter their plans, Presi- 
dent Truman'c name probobly will 
be 'entered in next spring's pri- 
maries as a candidate to succeed 
himself. 


This will not mean, an adminis- 


tration spokesman who declined to 
be named said, that the president 
will be committed to seeking a 
new term. 


In fact, Mr. Truman might with- 


hold announcement of his decision 
until after the Republicans nomi- 
nate a presidential candidate in 
Chicago the week of July 7, 1952. 
He has said he already has made 
his decision. 


The effect of entering the presi- 


dent's name in the primaries would 
be to leave virtually in his hands 
the selection of a 
Democratic 


nominee if he chooses not to run 
again.

them is likely to challenge any 
move his friends make to pledge
